Our 
mental and moral condition, through the 
effect of deeels in former births, is gener- 
ally so deficient that many rebirths are 
neeeled before we can arrive at this haven , 
of peace. But to obtain a rebirth under 
favorable conditions is within the power of 
every one who earnestly strives for it. It 
solely depends on the wish to live which 
dwells in all of us and forms the kernel of

our existence. 


The nature of our rebirth depends en- 


tirely on our deeds, and is regulated by 
merit and guilt as exhibited in our former 
lives. If our merit is greatest, we shall be 
born again in a higher state or world and 
under favorable conditions.

Tho Meat Wo Eat. 


Since 1870 the census returns show 


that tho fruit production of this country 
has increased ton times as fast as the 
me.it production. Considering the qual- 
ity nf much of tha meat that wo eat, 
perhaps this is well. It is reported that 
•whi a meat was sent to tho starving 
peai ants iu some parts of Russia thoy 
ate of it and fell ill. Tho unaccustomed 
diet sickened them because they had not 
been brought up on meat, although it 
was considered healthy flesh. 


T lere is no i ellingivhat might happen 


to t he stomachs of boef, pork and mut- 
ton eating Americans if they were not 
inured to danger—for danger there is, 
in R]iite of tho utmost precautions to so 
curn perfectly healthy meat. It may bo 
that the evil is worse than we know of, 
and that a considerable portion of the 
headache, rheumatism, fever, catarrh, 
consumption oven, that afflict the hu- 
inan race come to it through tho mi- 
orol>es of unhealthy moat. 


A butcher who had been years in the 


business reports that ho has rarely killed 
»n animal of any kind that he consid- 
ered perfectly healthy. The liver was 
usually diseased. 
"What do you do 


with the livers?" was asked him. "Oh, 
•we throw them to tho hogs and they de- 
vour them." The public devours the 
hogs and is none tho wiser. Cows and 
oxen that have passed their prime are 
always fattened and sold for beef when 
they begin to go down hill from old 
age. 
The same is the case with poultry. 


Exactly what results to the human 
beings who eat this meat has never yet 
been estimated. The conclusion to bo 
drawn from it all is that a rigid Bibli- 
cal Jewish system of meat inspection is 
needed. 


In the case of the disastrous fire at 


the Hotel Royal, New York, is to be 
noted the same fact observable in all ho- 
tel fires attended with loss of life. The 
servants, particularly tho chamber- 
maids, are the first victims. Among the 
dead and missing at the New York fire 
wero five chambermaids. 
These are 


usu, lly thrust into small, out of the way 
rooms, inaccessible to the firemen when 
flamss break out. The hapless prisoned 
•women either are burned to death or 
Buflocate, all way of escape being cut off. 
"Wlion the fire is extinguished, then 
Bomubody remembers that a dozen 
chambermaids were sleeping in some 
little inside rooms up under the roof. 
Not the least of the terrors that beset 
povi rty and helplessness is this that it 
ia not protected in life and limb as 
•wealth is. Who thinks of the lives or 
safety of the very poor who toil? There 
are always plenty and more than plenty 
to take their places in case they are cut 
off by accident.

Uoyal Frcbriitn of Tea. 


Tea was highly esteemed in nearly every 


ancient Asiatic city IKMI- the sea and \vas 
used as a royal gift from the Chinese mon- 
archs and gieat merchants to the potun 
tates of the east. To the rajahs of Kandy, 
the sultans of Ceylon, the shogunsaud dai 
mios of Japan carefully selected samples 
of the leaves, packed in precious boxes, 
were sent with great regularity. Some 
must have been presents worthy of a 
crown. 
One of them was thus recorded: 


"It weighed forty catties—about 
fifty 


pounds—aud each leaf was perfect in color, 
si/.e and age. The leaves were divided into 
parcels of hve maces each (a little over half 
an ounce) and each parcel was wrapped iu 
pure silver foil. This was wrapped iu turn 
in thin white paper and put into a little 
bag of bright colored silk. A hundred 
b.igs were placed iuto a porcelain jar whose 
lid was securely fastened and sealed, and 
each jar was protected by a box of camphor 
wood tiinnned with silver hinges and or- 
naments. In the list of princes to whom 
these presents were made arc many u-liose 
identity would be otherwise lost to histo- 
ry."—Philadelphia Times.

To Remove Glass Stoppers. 


Sometimes it is very difficult to remove a 


glass stopper from a bottle. A cloth v, et 
in hot water sometimes is saflicient, but if 
this fails, remember < hat the principle is to 
expand the neck of the bottle by heat and 
not the stopper. With hot water, the lat- 
ter is often heated equally with the nec't, 
aud thus the desiied effect is not produced. 
By holding the neck of the bot tic about 
half an inch above the flame of a lamp or 
candle, however, in a few seconds the most 
obstinate cork viill generally come out. 
Care must be taken to tmn the bottle 
rapidly, and rot allow the flame to tou(h 
the glass, as it might crack it. When the 
glass is thoroughly heated a steady pull 
and twist will almost nhvaj s bring out the 
stopper.—IS'cw York Tribune.
